To amend an Act of the Sixth and Seventh Years of his late 
Majesty King Wi i,r.r am the Fourth, for consolidating and 
amending the Laws relating to the Presentment of Public 
Money by Grand Juries in Ireland.

« II?<lI51Ll<lB0»> an Act was passed in the sixth and seventh years of Preamble. 

the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
intituled, “An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the 
Presentment of Public Money by Grand Juries in Ireland,” which Act 
5 was afterwards amended by an Act passed in the last Session of Par- 
liament, and it is expedient further to amend the said Acts ; 

Be it therefore Chiactcti, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament ^ 

10 assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and Applications 
after the commencement of this Act, so much of the said first recited cbai-gcoble 
Act as enacts that the application for any new works which it is pro- ^^Baro- 
posed to charge upon two or more baronies of any county, and not to^bc^ 
upon the county at large, shall and may be made at the Presentment Sessions of 
15 Sessions holden for the barony off which it is proposed that the larger iawliklifhe 
portion of the expense of said work is to be raised, without making the 
same at the Presentment Sessions for each of such baronies, shall be “ situate< 
and the same is hereby repealed ; and that from and after the passing 
°f Mi* Act, all applications for works the expense whereof is or may be 
20 under the said Act, or any other Act passed or to be passed, directed 
to be levied, or which the Grand Jury may direct to be levied off two 
or more baronies or half baronies of any county, but not upon the 
537- a county 
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county at large, shall and may be made at the Presentment Sessions 
holden for the barony or half barony in which the greater portion of 
said work shall be locally situate, without making the same at the 
Presentment Sessions for each of such baronies or half baronies. 

AND whereas it is enacted by the said recited Act that the Justices 
and cess-payers assembled at the Presentment Sessions thereby ^ 
directed to be holden shall adjourn such Sessions until some day 
previous to the next Assizes to be then holden for the opening of the 
tenders and proposals in said Act mentioned, such day not bein<r later 
than Thirty Days from the day of such adjournment ; and it is expe- i 0 
dient to extend the time of such adjournment; BE it therefore 
Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act any such adjourn- 
ment may be lawfully made to some day previous to the then next 
Assizes, not being later than Forty Days from the day of such adjourn- 
ment, any thing in the said Act notwithstanding. 15 

And be it Enacted, That in any case where the Justices and 
cess-payers assembled at any Presentment Sessions under the said 
first-recited Act shall direct that the opening of the tenders for any 
work shall not take place at the Adjourned Sessions, but that such 
tenders shall be opened by the Grand Jury at the commencement of 20 
the following Assizes, such tenders may be received by the Secretary 
of the Grand Jury at any time until the commencement of the period 
of Ten Days before the day appointed for holding such Assizes, but 
not afterwards, and such Secretary in his advertisement for the receipt 
of such tenders shall notify such period accordingly. 25 

And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for the Justices 
and cess-payers at any Presentment Sessions, to reject any application 
made for a presentment for, or respecting or in behalf of any gaol, 
house of industry, infirmary, hospital or other public institution, for or 
by reason of the non-attendance of the persons who may have signed 3 ° 
the same, provided any one of such persons shall attend, or provided 
all such persons shall be prevented by unavoidable accident from 
attending. 

And be it Enacted, That so much of the said first-recited Act 
as empowers the Grand Jury of any county to dismiss or suspend the 35 
Surveyor of such county, shall be and the same is hereby repealed. 

And be it Enacted, That the salary of each Surveyer now ap- 
pointed or hereafter to be appointed for any county, under the said 
first-recited Act, may exceed Three hundred Pounds, but shall not 
exceed Five hundred Pounds, and the Grand Juries of the respective 
counties may augment the same accordingly, any thing in the said 
recited Act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

AND 
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AN D whereas by the first-recited Act, Two Justices of the Peace at 
Petty Sessions are empowered to order sums not exceeding a certain 
amount, to be expended in repairing any bridge, road or pier which may 
be suddenly damaged, as in the said Act mentioned, but it is in some 
5 cases difficult to obtain the attendance of Two Justices for such purpose; 
BE it therefore Enacted, That from and after the passing of this 
Act, One Justice of the Peace attending at the place appointed 
for holding Petty Sessions in the district in which such damage may 
have taken place, after viewing such injury, may, under his hand and 
jo seal, make such order as any Two Justices arc empowered by said 
recited Act to make for the repair of such work, and the order of such 
Justice shall bo of the like force and effect, and shall be acted on in the 
same manner in all respects, and be subject to the same rules as the 
order of Two Justices under the said recited Act: Provided that the 
15 necessity of such repairs, and that the same cannot be delayed until the 
next sessions, without prejudice to the public, shall he first certified 
to the Justice making such order by the County Surveyor, under 
his hand. 

AND whereas it is by the said first-recited Act provided, that in 
20 certain cases of default by contractors for keeping roads in repair the 
County Surveyor may cause the same to be repaired, and that the 
expense thereof shall be deducted and paid out of the sum which 
would he payable to such contractors if the road had been kept in 
proper repair, but no provision is thereby made for providing a fund 
25 to enable the County Surveyor to make such expenditure in the mean 
time, and it is expedient and would tend much to economy in such 
expenditure if such fund was provided ; and also if a like provision 
was made for expenditure in repairing sudden damages, under any 
order of a Justice or Justices of the Peace, under the said-rccited Act, 
30 or this Act ; BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the Treasurer of every county, and he is hereby required, from and out of 
any funds in his hands or to his credit in any bank, and applicable to 
the purpose, to advance from time to time during the progress of 
any such repairs, or after the same shall be completed, to the 
35 County Surveyor, upon his application, any sum not exceeding in the 
whole the sum which would be payable or might be presented by the 
Grand Jury for such work under the provisions of the said recited 
Act, or this Act, or according to the terms of the contract entered into 
for the performance thereof ; and every such advance in the case of 
40 Sl| ch repairs being made on the default of a contractor, shall be 
deemed to be a payment to such contractor to the amount thereof. 

AND whereas by the said recited Act it is enacted, that if at any 
time thereafter it should appear, from a memoi ial signed by Twenty 
cess-payers in any barony, that the Grand Jury of any county had 
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twice refused to present for the making or repairing of any road in 
such barony, and that by reason thereof the inhabitants of such barony 
were aggrieved, it should he lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to refer 
such memorial to the Commissioners of Public Works to examine 
into the truth of the allegations therein contained, and to report thereon, 5 
and particularly to report whether it was necessary for the public 
convenience that such road should be repaired or made, and what 
would be the expense thereof; and thereupon it should be lawful for 
the Lord Lieutenant, if he should think lit, to refer such report to the 
Grand Jury of the county at the next Assizes ; and such Grand Jury 10 
might thereupon, if they should think fit, present that such road should 
be made or repaired in such manner ns should he recommended by 
the report of the said Commissioners, and that the sum necessary 
for that purpose should he raised off the county, or any barony or 
baronies thereof, in such proportions as they might think proper; and 15 
in case they should refuse or neglect to make any such Presentment, 
it should be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to direct the said Com- 
missioners to cause such road to be made or repaired, and the expense 
thereof should be certified by them to the Lord Lieutenant, who should 
cause such certificate to be laid before the Grand Jury of the county; 20 
and such Grand Jury should and they were thereby required to present 
the amount thereby certified to be levied off the county at large in 
which such road might be situated, and to be repaid to such Commis- 
sioners by such instalments as the Lord Lieutenant shall think fit to 
direct: And whereas it is expedient that the said last-recited provision 25 
should be extended to the erection and repairing of bridges within any 
county at the expense of such county at large; BE it therefore 
Enacted, That the said last-recited provision shall extend to the making 
or repairing of any bridge within any county ; provided, however, that 
the memorial thereby required to be made shall be a memorial signed 30 
by Ttowfy, cess-payers in any county, and shall state that the Grand 
Jury of such county has Twice refused to present for making or 
repairing such bridge, and that by reason thereof the inhabitants of 
such county are aggrieved, and the sum necessary for such works shall 
be levied off the county at large. 35 

AND whereas by an Act passed in the sixth and seventh years of the 
reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “ An 
Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the Presentment 
of Public Money by Grand J uries in Ireland,” it is enacted, that it 40 
should be lawlul for the Grand Jury of any county to be present to be 
levied oft such . county, for the erection of any pier or quay, or for the 
repairing or enlarging of any existing pier or quay on the banks of 
any navigable river or lake, or On the sea coast, or for the making or 
repairing of any road or approach to any such pier or quay, or for 
deepening or embanking any such river or lake in such county, any 

sum 
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sum or sums of money not exceeding in the whole the sum of Three, 
hundred Pounds, nor exceeding Tivo-thirds of the whole sum at which 
the said work had been contracted for, nor unless the consent in 
writing under the hand and seal of the owner or owners in fee, or of the 
5 person or persons having a lease of lives renewable for ever, or a term of 
years of not less than ninety-nine to conic and unexpired at the time 
of making such Presentment, of or in the lands on which the said 
work was to be constructed, should have been lodged in the oiticc of 
the Treasurer of the county Six clear days before the Assizes at which 
10 the application for such Presentment was to be considered: And 
whereas it has been found that the last-recited provision cannot be 
carried into effect by reason of the necessity of the said consent in 
writing being required, and also that the said sum of Three hundred 
Pounds has been insufficient in amount for the purposes of the said 
15 last-recited provision ; BE it therefore Enacted, That from and after 
the passing of this Act , it shall he lawful for such Grand Jury as 
aforesaid to present to be levied oil’ the county, lor the several 
purposes mentioned in the said last-recitcd provision, any sum or sums 
of money whatever not exceeding Two-think of the whole sum at 
■20 which the work in respect of which such Presentment shall he made 
has been contracted for ; and that from and after the passing of this 
Act , no such consent in writing as is required by the said recited pro- 
vision, and no other consent whatever of any person having- any interest 
in the lands on which such work is to be constructed, shall be required 
25 to be given or lodged before the Assizes at which the application for 
such Presentment is to he considered, or at any other time.

AND whereas by the said recited Act it is enacted, that in case at power to 
any time thereafter the Lord Lieutenant should direct that a Quarter Jiomii Sums 
Sessions of the Peace, or any adjournment thereof, should be holden ^ c ;^ c s tulg 
30 for the despatch of civil or criminal business in any town or place in Iloust! - 
which there might not be a Sessions House, the Surveyor of the 
County should, on being required by the Lord Lieutenant so to do, 
prepare such specifications, maps, plans, seclions and elevations as 
might be necessary for the erection of a Sessions I louse therein, 

3 !) expressing the nature and probable expense of the works and the 
materials proper to be employed, and the same should be delivered to 
the Secretary of the Grand Jury, who should lay the same, together 
with a copy of the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, before the Grand 
Jury at the Assizes next after the time at which lie should receive the 
40 same, and the Grand Jury should examine such specifications, maps, 
plans, sections and elevations, and such others as might be laid before 
them, and either adopt the same, or make such alterations therein as 
they might think proper, or reject the same, and should present that ,a 
proper and sufficient Sessions House should he provided or built . in 
such town or place within the period of One Year from such Assizes,

and that a sum not exceeding One thousand Pounds should he levied 
off the county for that purpose at one time, or by instalments to be 
completed within the period of Five Years, and the Surveyor should 
thereupon prepare a proper form of tender for the execution of such 
work, and should deliver the same to the Secretary of the Grand 5 
Jury, who should lay the same, together with the Presentment and the 
specification's, maps, plans, sections and elevations, as approved of by 
the Grand Jury, before the next Presentment Sessions holden for the 
county at large, who should direct within what period before the day 
to which such Sessions might be adjourned, tenders for the execution 10 
of the works should be received ; and any tenders that should be made 
for the execution of such works should be opened at the first adjourn- 
ment of such Sessions, and dealt with in all respects in like manner 
as any other tender for a work approved of and presented is : Provided 
always, That if such Presentment should not be made, and a valid 15 
contract for executing such work should not be entered into within the 
period of Two Months from the Assizes at which such warrant should 
have been laid before the Grand Jury, it should bo lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant to direct the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland to 
build or provide such Sessions House ; and on the production to the 20 
Grand Jury at any Assizes of the certificate of the Secretary of such 
Commissioners that a sum not exceeding the sum of One thousand 
Pounds had been expended in building such Sessions House, and 
purchasing- a site for the same, or for either of such purposes, the 
Grand Jury should and they were thereby required to present the 25 
sum so certified to be levied off such county in one payment, and to 
be paid to the Secretary of the said Commissioners in satisfaction of 
the sum so expended : And whereas it has been found that the said 
sum of One thousand Pounds is insufficient for the erection of a Sessions 
House, and it is expedient that any Sessions House, when required to 30 
be built, should be forthwith erected under the direction of the said 
Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland ; BE it therefore Enacted, 
That so much of the said recited Act as limits the sum to be expended 
in the erection of a Sessions House shall be repealed, and that from 
and after the passing of this Act, such sums or sum of money as the 35 
Surveyor of the said County shall certify to be required for that 
purpose shall be levied, raised and applied for that purpose under the 
said recited provision of the said Act, in the same manner as is thereby 
directed as to the said sum of One thousand Pounds ; and the Secretary 
of the Grand Jury shall deliver a copy of such Presentment to the 40 
Commissioners of the Board of Works, and shall also deliver to them 
the specifications, maps, plans, sections and elevations which shall have 
been approved of by the said Grand Jury under the said recited provi- 
sion of the said Act ; and the said Commissioners of Public Works 
shall forthwith build or provide such Sessions House, and without 
its being necessary that there should be such interval of Two Months 

as 
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as is mentioned in the said recited provision, or any interval ; and no 
tender whatever for the execution of such works shall he required to 
be prepared or made by the Surveyor of the County.

AND whereas by the said first-recited Act the Grand Jury of any Grand Juries 
5 county is empowered to present any sum or sums for erecting or for erecting 1 
repairing depdts for materials not exceeding One Pound for each Matcriaisnot 
Hpndt which sum is not sufficient for the purpose : BE it Enacted, exceeding 
That it shall and may be lawful for the Grand Jury of any county for each, 
to present, without any previous application to Presentment Sessions, 

10 to be raised off the county at large, any sum or sums of money 
for erecting or repairing depdts for materials not exceeding Five 
Pounds for each depdt. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful to and for the Grand Juries 
Grand Juries of the County of Waterford and County of the City of ^dCountyof 
, Waterford respectively, to present for the support and maintenance of 

the Fever Hospital established in the said City of Waterford, for the may present 
said County of Waterford, and for the said County of the City of Hospital in 
Waterford, as they, have heretofore done, and in the same manner as 
the said Grand Juries would respectively be authorized by law to 
20 present for separate Fever Hospitals if established in the said County, 
or in the said County of the City of Waterford respectively : Provided, 

That nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the 
erection and establishment, in manner authorized by law, of any 
separate Fever Hospitals in and for the said County of Waterford, 

25 either in lieu of or in addition to the said Fever Hospital situate in the 
said City of Waterford, or to prevent the said present Fever Hospital 
from being exclusively appropriated to the use of such an hospital for 
the said County of the City of Waterford alone, if it be deemed expe- 
dient so to appropriate the same. 

go AND whereas it is by the said recited Act enacted, that whenever wiicn Boards 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall at any time have ordered any for^iMricts™ 
sum or sums of money to be advanced out of the Consolidated Fund of'two 
for the payment of the expenses incurred by any Commissioners ap- or more 
pointed by such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors Board shall 
35 to form a Board of Health in any city, town or district, it shall be law'- portions^ 
ful for the Grand Jury of any county in which such expense shall be y^ecsto" 
or have been incurred, and they are hereby required to present, with- 
out previous application to Presentment Sessions, all sums so advanced, repaid by 
to be raised oft such county ; provided always, however, that it shall 
40 be lawful for the Lords Commissioners of his Majesty’s Treasury, if 
they think fit to direct, that such sum shall be repaid by such instal- 
ments, as they may think proper : And whereas such towns or districts 
may consist of portions of adjoining counties, and it is necessary in 
537 - a 4 such 
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such case to provide for the repayments by the proper comity of its 
proportion of the sum so advanced ; BE it therefore Enacted, That 
where any such town or district shall comprise portions of two or more 
counties, the Commissioners appointed to form such Board of Health 
therein shall fix the proportions in which any such advances already 5 
made or hereafter to be made shall be charged on or chargeable to 
each such county, having regard to the amount of relief derived there- 
from to each county, and shall certify the same to the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, who shall cause 
such certificate to be transmitted to the Secretaries of the respective 10 
Grand Juries of such counties, and such Grand Juries shall preserve 
the same accordingly in the manner now required by law. 

And be it Enacted, That in all cases where the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in 
Ireland, shall have ordered and directed, or shall order and direct any 15 
sum or sums of money to he advanced, issued and paid out of the 
growing produce of the Consolidated Fund arising in Ireland for the 
purpose of purchasing or renting additional lands, tenements or here- 
ditaments, or of erecting additional buildings, for the better establish- 
ment or management of any District Lunatic Asylum in Ireland, 20 
established under the provisions of any Act relating to such Lunatic 
Asylums, the Grand Jury of any county within the district in and for 
which such Asylum shall be erected and established shall and they 
are hereby required to present at each Assizes, without any previous 
application at Presentment Sessions, such sum or sums of money to be 25 
levied off such county, as shall be necessary for the repayment of any 
such sum or sums so advanced, or any part thereof, at such times and 
in such proportions as shall be directed and ascertained, by any order 
or orders to be made by such Lord Lieutenant in Council as afore- 
said. 3° 

AND whereas by the said first-recited Act provision is made in 
cases of Felony for payment of the expenses of Prosecutors and Wit- 
nesses under certain circumstances ; and it is reasonable that the said 
provision should be extended to cases of trials for certain other offences; 

BE it therefore Enacted, That the said provisions of the said Act for 35 
payment of the expenses, or for the trouble and loss of time of prose- 
cutors and witnesses, shall extend and apply to all cases of trials for 
any offence for which, if convicted, the party indicted might be legally 
sentenced to transportation beyond the seas for his or her natural life) 
or for any shorter-term, provided it shall appear to the court that 40 
there was a reasonable ground for so indicting such party. 

AND whereas by an Act passed in this present Session of Parlia- 
ment, intituled, “ An Act to regulate the Expenses of conveying 

Prisoners 
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Prisoners iu Ireland/’ it is enacted, “that the reasonable and neces- 
sary expenses actually incurred by any chief or other constable or 
sub-constable, gaoler or other person in conveying any prisoner to or 
from any county gaol or bridewell or house of correction in Ireland, 
5 or to or from any assizes or sessions’ court in Ireland, by order of any 
Justice of the Peace, or other lawful authority, or from any county 
gaol to a district lunatic asylum in Ireland, shall be defrayed by the 
Paymaster of the Constabulary Force for the county, county of a city 
or county of a town in which such expenses may be incurred, out of 
10 any funds in his hands applicable to the maintenance of the said con- 
stabulary force ;” and it is doubtful whether the said Act extends to 
cases of prisoners conveyed from one county to any other; BE it 
therefore Enacted, That in case of any prisoner removed from one 
county to any other county under any writ or authority, or for the 
15 purpose of being brought to any of the places mentioned in the said 
Act, all the expenses of such removal, in whatever county the same 
may be incurred, shall be deemed to be incurred in the county, county 
of a city or county of a town to which such person may be so removed, 
within the true intent and meaning of the said Act. 

20 And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful to and for the Grand 
Jury of any county in Ireland to present any sum or sums not 
exceeding at any one assizes for stationery, to 

be paid to the Secretary of the Grand Jury; which sum shall be in 
addition to any other Presentment to such Secretary, any thing in the 
•25 said recited Act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

AND whereas a doubt has arisen as to the course of proceeding to 
obtain Presentments for the building, rebuilding, altering, enlarging or 
repairing any gaol, bridewell, house of correction or other prison in 
Ireland, under the provisions of the said recited Act ; now, in order to 
30 remove said doubt, and to facilitate the passing of Presentments for 
the building, rebuilding, altering, enlarging or repairing gaols, bride- 
wells, houses of correction or other prisons in Ireland ; BE it Enacted, 
ihat from and after the passing of this Act , all applications for the 
building, rebuilding, altering, enlarging or repairing any gaol, bride- 
35 well, house of correction or other prison in Ireland, shall be made at 
the Presentment Sessions for the county at large, and such application 
shall be lodged with the Secretary of the Grand Jury of the county at 
least Ten Days before the time of holding said Presentment Sessions ; 
and such Secretary shall indorse on such application the time of his 
4 ° having received the same, and he shall produce such application at the 
Presentment Sessions for the county which shall be held next after the 
receipt of same.

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And be it Enacted, Tliat at the Presentment Sessions for the comity 
held next after the said application shall have been so lodged, the 
Justices and cess-payers associated in the business of such Sessions 
under the provisions of the said recited Act shall take into considera- 
tion such applications as shall be laid before them in manner aforesaid 5 
for the building, rebuilding, altering, enlarging or repairing any gaol, 
bridewell, house of correction or other prison, and examine into the 
time of the lodging of the application for same, and into the merits of 
said application* and the said Justices and cess-payers shall, after 
such examination, decide by majority of voices upon such application, 10 
and whether same ought to be adopted or rejected, and whether 
wholly or in part, and what modification thereof may he proper, if 
any ; and the Chairman of said Presentment Sessions shall indorse all 
such applications accordingly which shall be adopted and approved, 
and si«n his name thereto, and deliver all such applications so indorsed 15 
to the Secretary of the Grand Jury, who shall lay the same before the 
Grand Jury of the said county which shall be next impannelled, 
pursuant to the provisions of the said recited Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Grand Jury shall consider and 
deckle upon any applications made under the provisions of an Act 20 
passed in the seventh year of the reign of his Majesty King George 
the Fourth, intituled, “An Act for consolidating and amending the 
Laws relating to Prisons in Ireland,” and shall have full power and 
authority, if they shall see fit, forthwith to make and pass a Present- 
ment for the building, rebuilding, altering, enlarging or repairing any 25 
gaol, bridewell, house of correction or other prison of such county, pur- 
suant to the application so approved of at the said Presentment Sessions. 

And be it Enacted, That when such Presentment or Presentments 
for the building, rebuilding, altering, enlarging or repairing any gaol, 
bridewell, house of correction or other prison, shall have been passed 30 
by the said Grand Jury, then all the further proceedings to build, 
rebuild, alter, enlarge or repair any gaol, bridewell, house of correction 
or other prison, and the obtaining necessary plans for same, and the 
contracts relative thereto, shall be according to the provisions and 
regulations prescribed by the said last-mentioned Act of the seventh year 35 
of the reign of his Majesty King George the Fourth; and all pro- 
visions of the said last-mentioned Act shall, from and after the passing 
of said Presentment, apply and be carried into effect in proceeding 
under the said Presentment ; any law, custom or usage to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 4° 

AND whereas by the said recited Act of the seventh year of the reign 
of his Majesty King George the Fourth, it is enacted, . “ that if 

any 
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any Grand .Jury, after having been properly called upon and directed G.\ 
by the Court of King’s Bench anti Judges of Assize respectively to 

make such Presentments as are required by that Act, shall notvvith- «wcs of Pre- 
standing refuse or neglect or omit to make such Presentments or pro- 3 S't "5 
5 vision .espectively, before the last day of any assizes or presenting 

term respectively, then and in every such case the said Court and Act - 
Judges respectively are thereby empowered and required to direct that 
the amount of the sum which ought to have been presented shall be 
added to the warrant of the treasurer of the county, county of a city 
io or county of a town, and shall be raised, levied, applotted and assessed 
after the same manner as the Presentments for county charges on the
